Schofield Barracks, Honolulu, 


June 16, 1917. 


Dear Friend: 


I will write you a few lines to let 


you know I am well and hope you are 
the same. 
We have 
been camping 


here at Slate Lake Ciater, doing guard 
duty. Came down on the first of the 
month and will stay till next month. 


We are guarding a pipe line. Go on 


guard every other day and the mos- 
quitoes are so bad they nearly eat a 
fellow up. 


You should be over here; it is a fine 


climate only some times it gets a lit- 
tle warm, !>ut a fellow don't mind 
that. 


This is some island. I can stand 


on a mountain peak and see the ocean 
on three sides. The island is only 30 
miles long and 15 miles wide at the 
widest place. 


We have all kinds of fruits. 
I have 


eaten so many pineapples that I am 
sick of thtm now. They make a per- 
sons teeth ache. 


I had a letter from Edna the other 


day and she gave me your addiess^ 


Say, some of these days you will be 


in the army too, and when you come 
in my time will nearly be out, but I 
am going to re-enlist: 


Well, next month I will draw $36 


on pay day. I draw 30 dollars as a 
soldier, 3 dollars more for sharpshoot- 
er and 3 dollars more for First Class 
Private. The ISth of the month was 
pay day but I am broke like all the 
rest of the boys. 


Today we will all go out to Wakike 


beach and have a swim. My company 
is on guard today. They will come off 
at 12 o'clock, and they will all be glad 
for it rained all night and the mud 
was knee-deep. 


I heard! that a lot of the boys in 


Clearfield had enlisted in the army. 
I wish some of them would come over 
here, for the only other fellow that's 
here from Clearfield is Cup'. 


Since the war started We have start- 


ed to plant 1200 acres of ground and 
we had to go, down there twice a week 
and work all day, and that got my 
goat, but since we came down here 
the 25th Infantry will have-to do the 
work. 


Our Colonel was. promoted to the

The following letter from 
Harry 


Meyers located at 
Honolulu is' the 


first letter reaching 
Clearfield from 


that part of the world. 
We are glad 


to present it to our readers. 


Schofield Barracks, Honolulu, 


June 16, 1917. 


Dear Friend: 


I will write you a few lines to let 


you know I am well and hope you are 
the same. 
We have 
been camping 


here at Slate Lake Ciater, doing guard 
duty. Came down on the first of the 
month and will stay till next month. 


We are guarding a pipe line. Go on 


guard every other day and the mos- 
quitoes are so bad they nearly eat a 
fellow up. 


You should be over here; it is a fine 


climate only some times it gets a lit- 
tle warm, !>ut a fellow don't mind 
that. 


This is some island. I can stand 


on a mountain peak and see the ocean 
on three sides. The island is only 30 
miles long and 15 miles wide at the 
widest place. 


We have all kinds of fruits. 
I have 


eaten so many pineapples that I am 
sick of thtm now. They make a per- 
sons teeth ache. 


I had a letter from Edna the other 


day and she gave me your addiess^ 


Say, some of these days you will be 


in the army too, and when you come 
in my time will nearly be out, but I 
am going to re-enlist: 


Well, next month I will draw $36 


on pay day. I draw 30 dollars as a 
soldier, 3 dollars more for sharpshoot- 
er and 3 dollars more for First Class 
Private. The ISth of the month was 
pay day but I am broke like all the 
rest of the boys. 


Today we will all go out to Wakike 


beach and have a swim. My company 
is on guard today. They will come off 
at 12 o'clock, and they will all be glad 
for it rained all night and the mud 
was knee-deep. 


I heard! that a lot of the boys in 


Clearfield had enlisted in the army. 
I wish some of them would come over 
here, for the only other fellow that's 
here from Clearfield is Cup'. 


Since the war started We have start- 


ed to plant 1200 acres of ground and 
we had to go, down there twice a week 
and work all day, and that got my 
goat, but since we came down here 
the 25th Infantry will have-to do the 
work.

Their communiques read more 
and more like fiction.. 
They have 


one simple plan for most of 
them. 


They begin with attributing to the 
British, and French armies a purpose, 
which isn't our purpose, and * then 
show that we've failed to achieve it. 
A British effort to break through our 
line at such-and-such-a-place failed.' 
That sounds familiar, doesn't it? 
Well, the fact would be that we had 
not sought to break through their tine 
at that point, that we had a definite, 
limitetd objective—and that we gain- 
ed it. 
That has been the case, time 


and again this spring. 


"And 
then, too, there have been in- 


teresting descriptions in the German 
communiques, of'battles that never 
lave taken place. 
I have no hesita- 


tion in saying German headquarters 
las embarked on a campaign of lying.

Then there's the matter of 


prisoners taken. The advancing army 
sends its prisoners back of the lines 
to the detention cages/ as fast as they 
are taken and they- are counted as 
fast as they Jreach -'the cages. The 
losing army commander, driven out of 
his own ground, doesn't know what 
proportion of his missing are killed, 
lying wounded on the field, taken pri- 
soners or isolated for the time being. 


"These two facts, taken together 


with the fact that a defeated army is 
always more disorganized 
than a 


winning army, explain in large part, 
why the communique of the advancing 
army is likely to be the more accur- 
ate.
